$10 million city budget projected

The Upland City Council is con- 
sidering a $10 million budget, an in- 
crease of $1.4 million from the 
budget approved for the 1976-77 
year. 

The tentative budget, totaling 
$10,036,914, reflects a ‘compromise 
between needed programs, or levels 
of service, and the ability of the city 
to fill those needs,’’ according to 
City Manager Lee Travers, who 
noted the budget is basically balanc- 
ed and does not require an increase 
in the city tax rate. 

Some $222,000 of the $1.4 million 
increase will go for a five per cent 
increase in employe salaries. The 
council is expected to approve the 
five per cent salary increase for 
fire, police and miscellaneous 
employes at the June 6 council 
meeting although employe groups 
have not agreed to the figure. 

Representatives of the employe 
groups have asked for higher raised 
to meet the increase in the cost of 
living as well some benefit in- 
creases. 

Major features of the budget in- 
clude activation of the city’s third 
fire station, addition of 242 positions 
in the Planning Department, addi- 


Tax hike on 
Heights ballot 


Residents of San Antonio Heights 
will be among county voters who 
decide Tuesday whether their 
property taxes should be increased 
to pay for fire protection by the 
California Department of Forestry. 

Increased costs for fire protection 
were cited by the San Bernardino 
County Board of Supervisors in 
calling the election for County 
Service Area 38, Improvement Zone 


The measure would increase the 
district tax rate by 20 cents per $100 
of assessed valuation. The present 
rate is a low 18.2 cents compared to 
a county average of 90 cents for fire 
protection. 

If the full 20 cents were levied, the 
increase would cost the owner of a 
$50,000 home an additional $21.50 per 
year in property taxes. 

Fire officials expect only 13 cents 
of the 20 - cent override would be 
levied the first year and estimate it 
would be four years before the full 
20 cents is levied. 

Without the tax increase, rescue 
and fire protection would be 
‘“‘seriously affected’’ and fire 
insurance rates would increase. 

Failure of the measure would 
result in closing three fire stations, 
and eliminate purchase of 
replacement fire, medical, and 
communications equipment, 
according to public relations officer 
Ed Hedding. 

The measure is proposition A on 
the special May 31 ballot.

elmination of two engineering 
employes and the addition of a clerk 
typist.

The speed of light and the Pomona Valley

Mt. Baldy and the Pomona Valley 
foothills were part of an historic 
experiment which determined the 
speed of light. By now the 
experiment, conducted in the 1920s 
by the first American to receive the 
Nobel prize in physics, is all but 
forgotten locally. 

A. A. Michalson and crews of 
scientists and engineers worked 
nearly 7 years to determine the 
speed of light. Their work resulted 
in the most accurate finding ever 
produced from visual experiments. 

The experiment produced a speed- 
of-light figure of 299,798 kilometers 
per second, only 4 kilometers per 
second higher than presently 
accepted measurements. 

And Michalson’s experiments 
were completed before the 
development of such modern tools 
as highly reflecting mirrors and 
laser light sources. 

But the correct reading was only 
the final stage in a long process, 
which began when Michalson was 
invited in the early 1920s to work on 
the speed of light at the Mt. Wilson 
facilities. 

Michalson determined to set up 
his speed of light experiment from 
Mt. Wilson to Mt. San Antonio (as 
Mt. Baldy was then named), some 
23 miles to the east. 

He planned to bounce a beam of 
light from Mt. Wilson to Mt. Baldy 
and back. The time it took the light 
to cover the distance would reveal 
the speed of light. 

Forest fires, haze, heat, orange 
groves, houses, and human error all 
combined to stretch the simple 
experiment to six years, and 
Michalson never thought the results 


were quite exact enough for his own 
high standards. 

While Michalson was assembling 
— and sometimes inventing — the 
equipment for his experiment, a 
United States Coast and Geodetic 
Survey team was accurately 
measuring distance from Mt. Wilson 
to Mt. Baldy. 

Michalson had decided not to use 
the Los Angeles base line, which has 
been measured in 1888-89, because 
of the possibility the length had been 
changed by earthquakes. 

The government team could not 
measure the distance from Mt. 
Wilson to Mt. Baldy directly 
because of the rugged, mountainous 
terrain in between, so the distance 
was measured on a baseline through 
the San Gabriel and Pomona valley 
foothills eight miles south of the line 
of the mountains. 

Two-thirds of the so-called 
Pasadena baseline was easy to 
measure because it ran in cleared 
areas beside roads, but the 
remaining third passed over farms, 
orchards, brush lands, and gullys. 

The government team built 
concrete towers 20 feet or taller to 
run the measuring tapes above steep 
ravines and orange groves. In one 
area, only % of a mile long, the 
team encountered a cattle stall, pig 
pen, chicken yard, citrus nursery, a 
pump house, and 32 home. 

Towers to hold the raised lines 
avoided all the obstructions except 
the house. Luckily the house had 
windows right in line so the 
measuring tapes were run through 
the house and the measuring 
completed, all without waking the 
baby, according to one source. 

The measuring task was made 


easier by the development of 
flexible tapes of invar, a metal alloy 
which doesn’t change length when 
warm or cool. 

Previously surveyors had used 
steel bars carried in long boxes of 
ice to ensure that the measuring rod 
was a certain temperature — and, 
therefore, a known length. 

The base line (which is not the 
same as the present Base Line 
Road) was measured in 43 sections 
with zigzags which had to be 
considered in the calculations. 

But in the end the baseline 
measurement was estimated to be 
accurate within % of an inch — for a 
distance of more than 21 miles. 

To perform the actual 
experiment, Michalson set up a 
swiftly revolving mirror at Mt. 
Wilson and a stationary mirror to 
send the light back from a spur 
ridge at Mt. Baldy. 

During the six years of taking 
experimental readings, he used five 
different rotating mirrors — three 
of glass and two of steel — in an 
attempt to obtain the most accurate 
measurement of the speed of light. 

Michalson and his assistants had 
difficulty taking accurate 
measurements because of the 
smoke from forest fires, and the 
natural obstruction from haze and 
atmosphere. 

Just before and after sunset was 
finally determined to be the best 
time to take the measurements. The 
mirrors and eyepiece were adjusted 
just before sunset when the station 
at Mt. Baldy was ‘‘well 
illuminated.” 

The experimental light itself was 
flashed during the hour after sunset 
when the steadiness and sharpness 


of the return image was so distinct 
that it could be measured to a 
hundredth of a millimeter. 

One account noted the return light 
was observed in the eyepiece as a 
“brilliant starlight image.”’ 

Michalson was so pleased with the 
result of the Mt. Wilson to Mt. Baldy 
experiment that he decided to try 
the experiment over a longer 
distance — 82 miles from Mt. Wilson 
to Mt. San Jacinto. 

The distance turned out to be too 
far for accurate readings, so 
Michalson tried again from Mt. 
Wilson to Santiago Peak, a distance 
of 50 miles. 

That experiment also failed 
because of the presence of dust and 
smoke at ‘“‘an exceptionally high 
level,’ so Michalson abandoned his 
attempts to refine the outdoor 
results obtained at Mt. Baldy. 

He later tried to set up the 
experiment in a half-mile vacuum 
pipe at Irvine Ranch, but problems 
of heat, vibration from passing 
trains, and human error as well as 
his own death kept the experiment 
from final success. 

Michalson’s experiment across 
the mountains above the San 
Gabriel and Pomona valleys still 
stands as the most accurate 
“optical’’ determination of the 
speed of light. 

And the man himself is 
remembered in’ the scientific world 
for demonstrating ‘‘that exact 
measurement is the basis on which 
exact science must always rest.”

Property values up 

Property values are up in most areas of the county, | Bonita Pu blishing Company 
and so are assessed values, according to County Assessor 
Robert J. Herbin. Because assessments must be in 
proportion to market values, increases in the market 
trigger increases in the assessed valued. A sampling of 
increases in the several areas of reappraisal indicate 
that the changes ranged 15-70 per cent in Upland, Ontario 
and Montclair and 10-50 per cent in Chino. 

“The final impact on the tax bill will be determined by 
the cities, special districts, and other taxing agencies, 
when they set their budgets, and not by the assessor,”’ he 
said. ‘‘Tax rates are a function of the assessed value and 
the budgets, not the other way. If a district’s assessed 
values rises more than the budget, then the tax rate must 
go down. Holding the line does not mean keeping the 
same tax rate, it means controlling the spending.” 
Herbin will be sending notices in June to those owners 
whose values have changed since last year.

pay raise 


for county supervisors 


County supervisors should be paid 
well for doing a good job, the 
chairman of the grand jury 
committee which has recommended 
an increase of at least 8 per cent in 
Supervisors’ salaries told 
supervisors Monday. 

The supervisors didn’t act on the 
proposed pay increase, however, 
which would boost their salaries to 
nearly $25,000. A supervisor’s 
current salary is $22,692, and 
additional fees raise that to $22,998. 

“We feel this is a county which 
can be proud of the kind of 


we have developed a greater 
appreciation for what kind of 
abilities, what kind of competence is 
required to do a good job.” 

Armacost said the supervisors’ 
combined salaries would probably 
amount to less than the pay of the 
president of a corporation whose 
sales total $250 million — the size of 
the county budget. 

“T will say this ... the private 
sector is aware of our capabilities. 
I’ve been offered half again as much 
Salary as I make right here, but I 
chose to run for this office,’’

Forestry is the most popula. 
single career field among 769 
students surveyed at Upland High 
School, but it is a comparatively 
barren field in terms of job oppor- 
tunities. 

‘‘Kids think being a forester is be- 
ing outdoors and not having hard 
work to do,’’ says Alan Chestnut, the 
school’s work experience coor- 
dinator. 

‘‘Actually there is a lot of scien- 
tific work involved and you can be in 
the back country for weeks alone. 
It’s hard to relate this to them (the 
students).”’ 

He said job opportunities in 
forestry are few because there are 
only a few places of employment — 
the federal and state governments 
and lumber, paper and chemical 
companies. 

Part of Chestnut’s job in the 
Upland High career center is to 
steer students in the direction of 
good career prospects. 

for students’ use, the career 
center has filing cabinets filled with 
hundreds of documents about 
specific careers. 

It also has career information 
filmstrips students can view. 
Speakers appear at the center to 
talk about fields ranging from the 
law to the fashion industry. 

Chestnut recently issued results of 
this year’s career planning inven- 
tory which shows forestry, as the

top choice of 44 students, is the most 
popular career among students sur- 
veyed. 

Many of the other popular 
vocations, for example pilot, 
lawyer, veterinarian teacher and 
physician, are also difficult to enter. 

Each surveyed student has receiv- 
ed a computer printout that notes 
his top two career choices and, bas- 
ed on interests he indicated in sur- 
vey answers, suggests others to con- 
sider. 

“T never tell students they can’t 
pursue a field that is crowded but I 
do tell them there’s a lot of competi- 
tion and they’ll have to be tops,” 
Chestnut said. 


One field in which he said this is 
the case is veterinary work,. the 
fourth most popular career field 
among the Upland High students 
who were surveyed this school year. 


Flooded with applicants, the 
veterinary school at the University 
of California at Davis has 
recommended that potential 
students get some practical ex- 
perience before entering. 


According to Chestnut, such ex- 
perience can discourage potential 
veterinarians. 


Chestnut said he is not trying to 
pin unchangeable career choices on 
students before leave high school.

Legislation which would allow the 
state to buy critical sections of the 
right-of-way of the proposed 
Foothill Freeway extension was 
approved by the Assembly 
Transportation Committee. 

The bill, intended to protect the 
freeway corridor from San Dimas to 
the Devore Freeway until the 
freeway can be built, passed the 
committee without dissent. 

Without such legislation, freeway 
supporters feared, construction of 
homes in the right-of-way — from 
La Verne through Claremont, 
Upland and Alta Loma — would 
proceed, since local governments do 
not have the funds to buy remaining 
land. 

The California Department of 
Transportation has estimated land 
acquisition costs at $1 million in the 
first year and $200,000 annually 
thereafter. 

The bill directs the California 
Highway Commission and the 
California’ Department of 
Transportation to grant ‘‘high 
priority’ for acquisition of land 
within the freeway corridor, 
particularly in cases ‘‘subject to 
hardship.” 

If the bill is passed by both houses 
of the state legislature and signed by 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., ‘‘this

means the state is going to start 
buying land for the freeway,’ Tony 
Malone, executive vice president of 
the Upland Chamber of Commerce, 
said. 

Malone is administrator of the 
Foothill Freeway Association, the 
main lobbying group in support of 
the freeway. 

The bill (AB 469), whose chief 
sponsor is Assemblyman Bill 
Lancaster, R-Covina, was amended 
so it would focus solely on the 
purchase of critical sections of land 
in the freeway right-of-way between 
San Dimas and the Devore 
Freeway. 

‘We want a bill the governor can 
sign, not a veto,’’ Malone said. 

The original version of 
Lancaster’s bill would have 
required the state to protect the 
freeway corridor from San Dimas to 
San Bernardino and prepare the 
environmental and engineering 
studies necessary for freeway 
construction. 

Furthermore, by focusing on the 
purchase of land in ‘‘hardship”’ 
cases, the state need not prepare 
environmental impact reports 
before purchase, Malone added. He 
estimated the cost of such reports 
on the freeway corridor from San 
Dimas to the Devore Freeway at $2 
million.

A person who drinks 
alcohol when on certain 
medications to control high 
blood pressure may faint or 
feel faint. The same hazard 
is present for the person 
combining alcohol with 
nitroglycerine for heart 
pain. In either case, the 
interaction between the 
alcchol and the medicine 
has the effect of lowering 
blood pressure. If a person 
is being treated for a failing 
heart and has been 
prescribed strong diuretics 
and digitalis, alcohol will 
add to the fluid and 
potassium loss and thus 
further weaken the heart.

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On the whole, cats are not 
as avid car passengers as 
dogs, so be patient in your 
training. A cat frightened

Special care is needed 
whenever a pet is left alone 
in a car. Sun on the 
windshield can turn a car 
into an oven, and your pet 
could easily suffocate. If 
you must leave, try to park 
in the shade and leave the 
windows partially open — 
just enough for ventilation, 
but not wide enough for 
your pet to escape. Don’t 
leash your dog to the 
window or tie him up inside 
the car, as it might easily 
hang itself. 

On long trips, it’s wise to 
take a supply of your pet’s 
regular food, a jug of water, 
towels or clean rags and an 
extra leash. For summer 
travel, owners of large dogs 
sometimes line the floor in 
the back seat with damp 
towels for the pet to lie on. 

Traveling with a pet by 
bus, plane or other public 
transportation needs 
special planning, so call the 
company in advance of your 
trip. Transit companies 
usually have regulations 
regarding pet travel — 
including specifications for 
the carrying case. The best 
carriers for long distance 
travel have good 
ventilations, deep metal 
cups for food and water and 
dome-shaped roofs so 
crates and boxes cannot be 
piled on top.

Four new albums to listen to

With 20 to 30 albums pour- 
ing in each week it’s 
terribly difficult to decide 
just which albums to 
review. So in no particular 
order of selection Heart’s 
second album ‘‘Little 
Queen,’’ Neil Sedaka’s ‘‘A 
Song,’’ Mickey Thomas’s 
debut album ‘‘As Long As 
You Love Me,” and Cat 
Stevens ‘‘I Z1T SO,” have 
become legal game. 


Little Queen 
Heart 
JR 34799 

The six-member Seattle- 
based rock group Heart is 
up to their bag of platinum 
tricks again, this time with 
the second album ‘‘Little 
Queen.” 

Their debut album, 
“‘Dreamboat Annie,”’ was a 
tremendous success in both 
the United States and 
Canada earning platinum 
Status in both countries. 
The title song ‘‘Dreamboat 
Annie,”’ along with ‘Crazy 
On You”’ and ‘‘Magic Man” 
soared to international 
single success also. 

If ‘‘Little Queen” is even 
remotely similar in record 
Sales as it’s debut album 
was, Heart could be on a 
non-stop ride to 
everywhere. 

As was their debut album, 
“Little Queen’’ possesses 
the hard hitting, hard kick- 
ing rock and roll sound. 

On side one is the most 
likely smash hit for Ann and 
Nancy Wilson, 
“‘Barracuda.’’ Ann’s hard 
screaming, yet woman soft 
voice is a big selling point 
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on this tune. {It’s uplifting 
and exciting, and also 
features sensational use of 
lead guitar by Roger Fisher 
and Howard Leese. 

Also on side one is the 
quiet, peaceful instrumen- 
tal ‘‘Sylvan Song,’ that 
leads into ‘‘Dream Of The 
Archer.” Still holding onto 
the mandolin from ‘‘Sylvan 
Song,’’ ‘‘Dream Of The 
Archer”’ brings out Nancy 
Wilson on autoharp, vocals, 
acoustic and mandolin 
guitars, and Howard Leese 
on Moog base, Mellotron 
and vocals. 

Side two has the title cut 
“Little Queen,’ little more 
than a title cut. It lacks the 
impact of ‘‘Barracuda’”’ 
along with other material 
off its same side. ‘‘Little 
Queen’’ is the second 
longest song (5:10) so be 
careful if time starts run- 
ning out 

A unique and provocative 
recording can be heard on 
“Treat Me Well’ also on 
side two. It sound as if 
Heart recorded this one in 
the streets, literally. A sen- 
Sational use of recording 
techniques. 

Nancy’s acoustic guitar is 
very clear and very 
listenable. 

“Cry To Me’”’ and ‘‘Go On 
Cry’? are the last two 
creations on ‘‘Little 
Queen.”’ And by the time 
you’re done with this album 
you'll undoubtedly know it 
by heart, or is it Heart. 

For those members not 
mentioned above, Heart is: 
Ann Wilson, the band’s 
dark-haired lead vocalist 
and flautist who by her little 
’ol self wrote ‘“‘Kick It Out”’

As Long As You Love Me 
Micky Thomas

With a few people already 
establishing Georgia as the 
place to see Mickey Thomas 
falls into the category of 
people who have not only 
seen it but were born in it. 

Thomas, whose ‘‘Fooled 
Around And Fell In Love” 
scored big for Elvin Bishop 
while Thomas was doing an 
intern with the Elvin Bishop 
band, has now launched his 
own career by unveiling his 
debut album ‘‘As Long As 
You Love Me.”’ He will soon 
make his small town of 
Cario, Georgia as popular 
as perhaps Plains. 

It’s difficult to describe 
Thomas’s style of music. 
My guess would be boogie- 
blues, if there is such a ti- 
tie. 

His music is laid back and 
at times brings to light a 
hand’clapping ,knee- 
stomping style of rock and 
roll. As Bishop’s right hand 
mouth, Bishop has returned 
the favor by performing on 
“Where Are We’’ — a sen- 
sational instrumental that 
mixes jazz (Chicago) style 
with Bishop’s great slide 
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guitar. 

My favorite is not the title 
cut but the last song on the 
album, ‘Dance It Off.”’ 
With high pitch and a high 
harmonic flow mixed wit a 
tremendous string ensem- 
ble and a rhythmic pattern 
similar to the Bee Gees, 
Thomas takes off and puts 
together what I believe is 
the smash cut off his debut 
album. 


A Song 
Neil Sedaka 
Elektra 6E-102 

When the name Neil 
Sedaka pops up so does the 
term nostalgia. For Sedaka 
is rock’s past and future and 
somewhere between all that 
lies his current album, ‘“‘A 
Song.”’ 

Between 1959 and 1963 
Sedaka came and went so 
fast only his 25 million 
records sold marked his 
“thad been here.” 

“A Song,” like all of his 
material is cowritten by 
long-time friends Howard 
Greenfield and Phil Cody. 

Sedaka’s flair for setting 
the world on its heels with 
his easy classical upsee 
downsee patterns are as 
prevalent on ‘“‘A Song”’ as it 
is on his classics ‘‘Oh, 
Carole,’”’ “Calender Girl,”’ 
“Breaking Up Is Hard To 
Do,’’ ‘‘Stairway To 
Heaven,’’ and ‘‘Happy 
Birthday, Sweet Sixteen.”’ 

Absent from the music 
scene between 1963 and 
1970, Sedaka once again 
wanted to be in the 
spotlight. So the 70s marked 
the era of a comeback, so- 
to-speak, that has been 
“Sedaka’s Back,’ ‘‘The 
Hungry Years,’’ and ‘‘Step- 
pin Out” become gold, plus 
two number one hit singles, 
“Laughter In The Rain” 
and ‘Bad Blood.’’ Along 
with one of the most sen- 
sational songs ever written, 
‘“‘Love Will Keep Us 
Together,’’ a song Toni Ten- 
nille and Daryl Cragon lik- 
ed so much they asked 
Sedaka if they could record 
it. Their careers and what 
happened to that song are 
legend. 

All in all Neil Sedaka has 
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written 75 top-10 records 
not counting ‘‘A Song,”’ 
which, by a month from 
now, will have taken on a 
new number one status. 

“A Song’ is a lively 
classical piece. 

“You Never Done It Like 
That’’ has a quick and snap- 
py tune that almost tells 
you Sedaka is smiling. 

‘‘The Leaving Game’’ 
sounds almost like a follow 
up to ‘‘Breaking Up Is Hard 
To Do’ — not the words 
just the rhythmic pattern. 

When listening to ‘‘A 
Song” you'll probably start 
to wonder why he title this 
album like he did. And by 
the time you hear 
“Amarillo” you’ll probably 
want to change the title to 
“Amarillo.” 

One needs to go no further 
to determine that 
“Amarillo,”’ a happy song 
about Amarillo, Texas is 
the next single hit for 
Sedaka. It displays all his 
talents including his biggest 
one, smiling. And this song 
seems to bring that out 
clearly. 

The next song, ‘‘A Lone 
At Last,’’ seems to be a per- 
Sonal account of the ideal 
evening with the ideal song 
— just right for falling in 
love. It features sensational 
use of words and 
background harmonies. 

On side two you'll find my 
favorite, a saucy disco beat 
titled ‘‘Hot And Sultry 
Nights.’’ It’s a fanfare that 
makes you want to run wild 
through Fifth Avenue, stroll 
through all the fine stores, 
and then settle down to a 
very romantic evening at 
your local disco. At times 
Sergo Mendes’ musical 
patterns can be heard. With 
Sedaka behind it, what 
more could you ask for in a 
disco song. 

In general the song puts 
you in the seat of your 
favorite stutz and takes ott.

This album is so 
sophisticated that halt the 
instruments used may 
sound like rare, diseases or 
foreign countries. Have you 
ever had a bouzouki or been 
to Yamaha E5AR organ. 
Wheather the instruments 
sound familiar or not the 
album is one of the best so 
far this year and in my opi- 
nion one of the best in a 
high-classical catagory in 
rock history. 

Before you sit down to 
listen to side one or side 
two, you had better look at 
the back cover in order to 
find side one or tow, they’re 
not listed on the album 
itself. 

IZITSO incorporates just 
about everything: 
Polymoog, piano, celeste, 
ARP flutes, glockenspiel, 
acoustic guitar, and others. 

It’s difficult to determine 
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just which of the 10 songs 
are worthy of chart 
success. My guess would be 
all of them. However there 
are a couple songs that do 
stand out as sensational 
tunes, those being ‘‘Life”’ 
and the already hit single 
“Old Schoolyard.” 

Other than “Child For A 
Day,’ which was written by 
David Gordon, Cat Stevens 
designed both lyricsa and 
music throughout his

“Old Schoolyard,” like 
most of the songs, is written 
in fanfare style, a style that 
seems to have been incor- 
porated by Stevens. 

“Life’’ opens with chimes

State camp 
reservations 
filling fast 


SACRAMENTO — All state park units that are usually 
open this time of year are expected to be in operation 
during the Memorial Day weekend, State Parks and 
Recreation Director Herbert Rhodes said today, and 
normal or near-normal service to visitors will be offered 
by most state parks, beaches, and recreation areas 

Reservations for state park campsites during the 
Memorial Day weekend are filling fast, Rhodes noted 
Many campgrounds are already fully reserved, including 
most campgrounds in the southern and central coastal 
areas plus Sugar Pine Point and Grover Hot Springs 
State Parks near Lake Tahoe and Brannan Island State 
Recreation Area in the Sacramento-San Joaquin Delta. 

People who wish to camp out during the holiday period 
are urged to consider the many campgrounds run by 
other government agencies and private individuals. 
Many campers use other campgrounds at night and enjoy 
the state parks during the day. 

Most state park campgrounds are on the statewide 
computereized reservation system operated by 
Ticketron, with reservations available as early as X 
days in advance or as late as Saturday for any nights 
beginning Friday of the following week. However, the 
campground at Samuel P. Taylor State Park in Marin 
County and the Bodega Dunes campground at Sonoma 
Coast State Beach in Sonoma County have been taken off 
the reservation system because of water supply 
shortages 

Boat launching service is diminished at Folsom Lake 
and Lake Oroville State Recreation Areas. 

At Folsom Lake, east of Sacramento, the only launch 
ramp remaining in operation at the main lake is a 
temporary ramp at the marina at Brown’s Ravine, 
where concessionaire Norm Christenselo also is 
providing four docks with 175 slips and other limited ser- 
vices. All permanent boat ramps at Folsom Lake have 
been above the water line since last Labor Day. Boats 
can also be launched from the construction road at Beals 
Point. Other temporary ramps at Folsom Lake are 
planned for completion in early summer 

Boat launching continues normal at Lake Natoma, the 
other lake at Folsom Lake State Recreation Area, 
between Folsom and Nimbus Dams, where the water 
level remains nearly constant regardless of the level of 
Folsom Lake 

At Lake Oroville, 70 miles north of Sacramento, the 
last permanent launch ramp, at the Spillway area, is now 
above the water line. A temporary launch ramp installed 
at Foreman Creek on the east side of the lake has one 
lane for trailered boats and one lane for car-top boats. 
The concessioner at Bidwell Canyon has installed one 
ramp with one lane for small boats. All boat-in 
campsites have been taken off the reservation system 
because the low lake level makes the sites difficult to 
reach. 

All services remain normal at Thermalito Forebay, 
below Oroville Dam. The water level there remains 
nearly constant regardless of the level of Lake Oroville. 
The 400-acre North Forebay is for swimming, fishing, 
and nonpowered boats only; the 400-acre South Forebay 
takes all kinds of boats. 

Water shortages are resulting in inconveniences at a 
few state park units. 

At the Bodega Dunes campground in Sonoma Coast 
State Beach, Sonoma County, chemical toilets have 
replaced flush toilets, and the only water available, for 
drinking and cooking, is hauled in by tank truck and 
dispensed from one central location. Chemical toilets 
are also now in use at Mount Diablo State Park in Contra 
Costa County and at Butano State park in San Mateo 
County. 

Showers have been shut off at the beach at Seacliff 
State Beach in Santa Cruz County and at Half-Moon Bay 
State Beach in San Mateo County. Cold showers only are 
available at the Seacliff State Beach campground and at 
Morro Bay State Beach in San Luis Obispo County. 
Showers are limited to. certain times of the day at 
Samuel P. Taylor State Park in Marin County and at 
Calaveras Big Trees State Park in Calaveras County.

Some folks can turn 
simple pleasures and 
hobbies into art forms, and 
flower arranging is no 
exception.

The Shasta 
Daisy blooms freely 
without a hint of. pest 
problems and is one of the 
best flowers for cutting.

If you’re 
feeling adventurous, add 
some greenery to the 
bouquet.

It’s also very easy 
to use spray paint to 
convert an ugly ‘‘piece of 
junk”’ into a charming 
flower holder.

is the sun. Sitting out in space, some 
93,000,000 miles distant, the sun 
Cane the earth with energy 
roughly equal to 232 trillion 
horsepower per minute or 
approximately 122 quintillion (122 
with 18 zeros after it) horsepower 
per year. 

To place the magnitude of this 
source of energy in perspective, the 
United States consumed energy 
equivalent to 30 trillion horsepower 
in all of 1973. That’s less than 
¥%4,000,000th of the sun’s yearly 
output. Better yet, all this energy is 
free. 
The technological challenge is 
harnessing all this energy. Although 
abundant almost beyond belief, 
solar energy has some drawbacks. 
First, much of the gigantic 
outpouring of solar energy is 
absorbed in the atmosphere before 
it ever reaches the ground. 

Second, the sun is not a constant 
source of energy. Such factors as 
cloud formations, high humidity,

and air pollution interrupt the 
transmission of solar energy to the 
earth. To be useful, solar energy, 
which is widely dispersed, must be 
collected. 

In spite of obstacles, the basic 
technology required to take 
advantage of solar energy in some 
ways has been developed. In fact, 
solar energy has been used for at 
least 1,000 years. Solar water 
heaters are not uncommon in such 
countries as Israel, Japan and the 
U.S.S.R. Solar home heating is just 
coming into its own and solar air 
conditioning is just around the 
corner. Conversion of solar energy 
to electrical energy, now very 
expensive, is still in the 
development stages. 

Commercial development of solar 
systems is a relatively recent event 
because they were not economically 
feasible in the past. Cheap fossil 
fuels were available then, stunting 
growth in the solar energy industry. 
However, as fossil fuels become

more expensive and scarce and as 
mass production of solar equipment 
gets underway, it is certain solar- 
energized nomes will begin 
appearing. 

When will this be? Depending on 
to whom you are talking, solar 
energy is not just a pipe dream. By 
1985, one source says, the number of 
new homes equipped with solar 
heating will approach 10 per cent of 
the number built each year. By 
2020 that figure is expected to reach 
85 per cent. 


Make headaches

the Salton Sea in Imperial County. 

Of the total, about 500,000 fry are 
scheduled for shipment to a U‘S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service hatchery 
in Uvalde, Texas, to replace catfish 
lost by disease. 

About 100,000 are scheduled for 
shipment to Oregon, and 200,000 
fingerlings will be planted in 
Northern California. The remaining 
fish will be planted in Southern 
California. 

Additionally, the hatchery now

The City Council of the City of

SECTION 1. It is hereby found 
and determined by the City Council 
that the urgency established by the 
City Council's last urgency or 
dinance still exists and that the 
California Regional Water Quality 
Control Board of the Santa Ana 
Region on April 22, 1977, issued its 
Order No. 77-122 finding that the 
Regional Plant No. 1, which 
receives effluent from the City of 
Upland and other surrounding com- 
munities, exceeded the effluent 
limitations in several respects as 
set forth more particularly in Fin- 
ding No. 2 of the Order, and that any 
increase in the discharge of 
domestic waste will increase the 
violation or likelihood of violation of 
waste discharge requirements and 
further unreasonably impair water 
quality of the effluent 

SECTION 2. It has further been 
determined by this City Council that 
it is imperative to retain the 
balance of the quantity of effluent 
and its quality at said Regional 
Plant No 1, that the communities 
contriubting to that effluent es- 
tablish a regional plan allocating 
sewage flow increases from the 
contributors over a period of years 

The Council further finds that 
representatives of the agencies con- 
trtbuting effluent to Regional Plant 
No. 1 have. after careful study, 
developed a plan for’ allocating 
sewage flow increases among con- 
tributing agencies for the period 
commencing on the adoption of this 
plan and ending June 30, 1978. Said 
plan having been submitted to the 
Council and is now on file with the 
City Clerk 

SECTION 3. It is further deter- 
mined by the City Council that the 
only reasonably feasible plan to 
control the sewage effluent from 
this City and other communities us- 
ing the plant is that the Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District shall issue 
a letter certifying sewage capacity 
as a prerequisite to the issuance of 
building permits for the improve- 
ment generating the said effluent to 
the end that the pliant will not be 
regeiving sewage flows which can- 
not be processed to satisfy the Santa 
Ana Water Quality Control Board 
requirements and that maximum 
séwage flows will be determined 
from time to time by resolution of 
the City Council 

SECTION 4. Section 8000.5 of the 
Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
added to read as follows 

Section 8000.5 - Restrictions on 
Issuing New Building Permits 

Notwithstanding any provision in 
this Code to the contrary, the City 
Council of the City of Upland is 
hereby authorized to regulate and 
restrict the issuance of building per- 
mits for new construction by resolu- 
tion adopted from time to time by 
this Council. Said resolution shall 
specify the number, time of 
issuance, uses and other conditions 
required for the purpose of 
regulating and limiting the flow of 
effluent from this City, together 
with any reasonable exemptions 
and conditions.

SECTION 5. This Ordinance is 
urgently required and urgently 
necessary for the preservation of 
the public health, safety and 
general welfare. More specifically, 
without this Ordinance there is an 
immediate danger of issuing 
building permits which would give 
rise in the future to effluent flows 
which could not be treated ade- 
quately to satisfy the standards of 
the Water Quality Control Board.

SECTION 6. The Mayor shall sign

Order and that any increase in the 
discharge of domestic waste will 
increase the violation or likelihood 
of violation of waste discharge

District a letter certifying sewage 
capacity as a prerequisite to the 
issuance of building permits for the 
improvement generating said 
effluent to the end that the plant 
will not be receiving sewage flows 
which it cannot adequately process.

Freezing food 
recent history 


The year-long availability 
of nearly every type of food 
is a luxury most of today’s 
cooks take for granted. 

Today’s quick - freezing 
capabilities can preserve 
most any type of food for 
months, or even for years, 
while maintaining its flavor 
and nutrients. 

Large - scale freezing of 
food, however, is only a 
relatively recent method of 
food preservation. 

It was not until the 1930s 
that freezing techniques 
were perfected and frozen 
foods found spreading 
distribution. 

Before then, people had to 
find other ways to preserve 
and extend their food 
supply. 

Drying foods in the sun 
was probably one of the 
earliest methods commonly 
used by primitive man. 
However, foods preserved 
in this manner often rotted 
before they could be 
thoroughly dried, and dried 
foods lack the original 
texture and tatse of the 
fresh version. 

After the discovery of 
fire, man was able to dry 
foods faster and learned to 
smoke meats over the open 
fire. Although this method 
also altered the taste of the 
meat, man learned to like 
the smokey flavor, and 
several types of meat, in- 
cluding bacon and ham, are 
still smoked, despite ad- 
vances in food preservation. 

Man also learned that 
salt, combined with herbs 
and spices, would preserve 
the flavor meats. Again, 
man developed a taste for 
the altered flavor, and 
cotninues to enjoy such 
products as corned beef and 
pickled pigs feet for their 
spicy, salty taste. 

Canning, however, was 
the first major step toward 
modern food preservation. 
In 1787, a candymaker 
named Nicholas Appert 
discovered that precooked 
food could be preserved by 


sealing it in glass bottles 
and heating it in boiling 
water. 

Although Appert’s 
method quickly spread 
throughout Europe, it took 
until 1820 for commercial 
canning to become a 
reality. In 1820 an English 
immigrant named William 
Underwood established the 
first canning plant in 
Boston. 

In 1825, the development 
of the first tin-plated metal 
container for canning 
expanded and 
revolutionized industry. 


However, canned foods 
still often lacked the fresh 
taste and texture of their 
fresh counterparts. 

The first major 
commercial use of freezing 
for transporting food long 
distances took place in 1882 
when the first shipment of 
frozen sheepmeat was sent 
from New Zealand to 
London, 12,000 miles away. 
The voyage took 98 days and 
all but one of the sheep and 
lamb carcases arrived in 
excellent condition in what 
the Times of London 
described ‘‘as a feat which 
must have a place in 
commercial — indeed in 
political — annals.” 

For almost 100 years, 
New Zealand, aS a major 
exporter of meat to distant 
markets, has been a world 
leader in advancing the 
techniques and technology 
for procesing and 
transporting frozen meat. 


Through frozen food, 
consumers now can have a 
year-long supply of fresh, 
seasonal foods. Freezing 
also allows food processors 
to ship foods to area where, 
because of spoilage 
problems, they were once 
unavailable. 


Today, freezing makes it 
possible for cooks to serve 
lamb and many other 
seasonal treats, when ever 
they please — with little 
regard for the season. 


‘Plate waste’ in 
schools avoided 


The tacos, hot dogs, ham- 
burgers and pizza now 
offered routinely in Califor- 
nia’s school cafeterias 
didn’t just appear on the 
menu through the whim of 
the school’s chef. 

Extensive studies prove 
that these and other 
nutritious foods popular 
with children and 
teenagers, are eaten, not 
wasted, according to the 
California School Food Ser- 
vice Association (CSFSA). 

“Plate waste,’ the food 
left on a child’s plate at the 
end of a meal, is a source of 
concern to nutritionists as 
well as parents. Nutrition 
and money are lost when 
children won't eat. 

In an effort to keep plate 
waste to a minimum, 
CSFSA dietitians have es- 
tablished various techni- 
ques, included recognizing a 
particular food's populari- 
ty, to encourage proper 
eating habits. 

There is nothing wrong 
with a hamburger or taco, 
for example, if it is part of a 
well balanced meal that in- 
cludes selections from each 
of the Four Food Groups — 
milk, meats, vegetables and 
fruits, breads and cereals. 
The addition of a glass of 
milk would balance either 
meal if enriched bread or 
tortillas are used and let- 
tuce and tomato are added 
to the entree. 

CSFSA offers the 
homemaker several tips for 
reducing plate waste in the 
home and ensuring proper 
nutrition. 

Variety in menus is one 
area that should be con- 
sidered. Menus should be 
checked to make sure a cer- 
tain food is not served so 
often that the child becomes 
tired of it. 

Care should also be taken 
in preparing foods. When 
using a recipe, follow direc- 
tions and use accurate 
measurements to insure

tasty results. 

When cooking be sure to 
keep food at proper 
temperature. Too high a 
cooking temperature can 
result in tasteless and dried 
out foods and plate waste. 

Always serve food at the 
proper temperature for that 
food. Hot foods should be 
hot and cold foods should be 
cold or their appeal to 
children, as well as adults, 
is severely diminished. 

Introducing new foods to 
a child is another area 
where plate waste occurs. 
Serving a sample size of a 
new food is a good way to 
let children taste new 
products and not leave 
large amounts of food un- 
eaten. 

The size of the serving is 
also important. A child's 
age, weight and activity 
must be considered when 
serving food portions. When 
in doubt in this area it is 
better to serve small por- 
tions, letting the child re- 
quest a second serving if he 
desires. 


A relaxed atmosphere 
and enough time in which to 
eat are also important when 
discouraging plate waste. 
For proper nutrition and 
digestion, children, as well 
as adults, need sufficient 
time to relax and enjoy 
meals 


Studies prove that if 
school lunch lines aré too 
long or too noisy, many 
Students do not consider it 
worthwhile to stand in line, 
wolf down a meal and race 
back to class. They'll settle 
for a candy bar and a few 
minutes of relaxation. 


School lunch personnel 
have also discovered that 
permitting students to plan 
their own menus is -con- 
ducive to more interest in 
the meals and consequently 
less plate waste. Using the 
Four Food Groups as a 
guide, children should be 
allowed to plan family 
meals occasionally.

money to buy the better 
cuts of meat and the finer 
tasting national brands of 
canned and frozen foods 
that cost just a few pennies 
more.”’ 

Mrs. Underwood, who 
works for RJR Foods, Inc., 
probably spends more time 
in supermarkets than most 
other shoppers in the 
nation, since she shops for 
her company’s test kitchens 
and her family of four. In 
order to help grocery 
shoppers, she offers these 
“tricks of the trade.” 

— Make a list and stick to 
it; If you come into a 
supermarket not knowing 
exactly what to buy, you are 
going to be attracted by 
scores of widely different 
products and unnecessary 
items. 

— Never go shopping on 
an empty stomach. Most 


everything looks good when 


you're hungry. 

— Plan a week’s menu of 
meals before setting foot 
inside a supermarket. That 
way you can intelligently 
choose which foods to buy 
based on nutrition and your 
family’s likes and dislikes. 

~— Plan meats or other 
main courses on menus 
first. ‘‘My family likes beef 
and I prefer grain-fed beef 
because of its taste and 
quality.”’ Beware of beef 
bargains at a store you 
don’t ordinarily use. 
Unusually low sale-priced 
beef normally turns out to 
be too tough to enjoy, she 
cautions. 


— Be sure to pick up some 
convenience foods that can 
be used to prepare a quick 
meal on days you run short 
of time or have unexpected 
guests.

— Avoid specials on 
minor brand canned 
vegetables and fruit.

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Laetrile, human rights 


By State Senator 
William Campbell 

Senate Bill 245 would 
legalize the prescription, 
use, manufacture, and sale 
of laetrile in California. 

The motivation behind the 
intreduction of this bill does 
not lie in the belief that 
laetrile cures or even 
controls cancer. 

While I, personally, have 
become convinced that 
there have been many cases 
where laetrile has 
controlled cancer growth, 
that is not why I am 
carrying this legislation. 

My motivation, rather, is 
based on a firm belief in the 
principal of ‘‘freedom of 
choice.’ I do not believe 
that government has any 
business restricting the 
physician from using any 
and all safe substances in 
the treatment of a patient. 


aor who is the 
state to tell a cancer victim 
“You cannot have this 
harmless substance, even 
though you may believe it 
will cure you.” 

Certainly, these were the 
questions which convinced 
the states of Alaska, 
Florida, and Indiana to 
legalize laetrile and the 
questions which prompted 
pending legislation in more 
than a dozen other states. 

The non-toxicity of 
laetrile has been clearly 
established. No one has 
ever died from an overdose 
of laetrile (or amygdalin, as 
is its generic name). 
However, in the United 
States last year there were 
three deaths from an 
overdose of table salt and 
several deaths caused by 
aspirin. 

It’s not the toxicity of 


laetrile that concerns 
organized medicine, 
however. The argument the 
opposition uses against the 
bill is the diversion it may 
cause from orthodox cancer 


treatments, e.g. 
chemotherapy, radiation 
and surgery. 


My answer to that 
argument is twofold. 

The first is that we have 
drafted the bill to provide 
for as comprehensive, 
informed consent 
procedure. The patient and 
the doctor must sign a form 
that: lists the risks and 
benefits of all known 
therapies, including laetrile 
and orthodox therapies; 
stipulates laetrile may be 
taken in conjunction with 
orthodox treatment; states 
the patient may discontinue 
laetrile therapy at any 
time; and encourages the 


MceVittie introduces 
construction legislation 


State Assemblyman Bill 
McVittie (D-65) has 
introduced legislation 
which would establish 
uniform regulations for 
construction work which 
government agencies carry 
out on an in-house basis 
with their own employes. 

The proposals are 
contained in Assembly Bill 
1931, which is sponsored by 
the construction industry 
Force Account Council. 

The council is composed 
of more than 50 labor and 
management organizations 
in the construction industry 
which have become 
concerned by large-scale 
force account abuses by 
government agencies. 


“Force account’”’ is a 
term used within the 
construction industry to 
define construction work 
performed by government 
agencies with their own 
employes on an internal 
account basis, without 
putting it out to bid to 
private contractors. 

“At present, a maze of 
laws, ordinances, 
regulations, and codes 
govern force account work, 
but there is no uniformity 
on the amount of work that 
can be done, and no 
consistency in the 
procedures to be followed 
for putting the work out to 
bid,’’ McVittie said.

Committee oks 
adoption bill 


Legislation allowing 
adopted adults and their 
natural parents to meet one 
another was approved May 
10 by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. 

State Senator William 
Campbell’s (R-33) SB 535 
would provide a program 
whereby persons adopted in 
California, 18 years of age 
or older, and their natural 
parents can meet. 

Under existing law all 
records and information 
regarding adopted children 
are available only upon an 
order of the Superior Court 
of California. These court 
orders are extremely rare

So as not to invade the 
privacy of the parties in- 
volved. 

SB 535 would not change 
that system. Instead, an ad- 
ditional mechanism 
whereby the adoptee and 
the natural parent may re- 
quest to meet each other 
will be established. Without 
a request by both parties, 
the state Department of 
Health would not be 
authorized to take any ac- 
tion. 

If both the natural parent 
and the adoptee do in- 
dependently initiate a re- 
quest, the department will 
contact both parties. 


agencies have taken 
advantage of the 
inconsistencies in the law to 
undertake large 
construction projects that 
can be more economically 
performed by the private 
sector,’’ he added. 

AB 1931 separates public 
agencies into eight specific 
categories, sets specific 
dollar limits on their in- 
house construction 
activities, and establishes 
criteria for putting the work 
out to bid after the dollar 
limits have been 
determined. 

The dollar limts covering 
construction work by public 
agencies are broken down 
into two categories: 

—‘‘New work,” or that 
which involves 
construction, erection, or 
demolition of any publicly 
owned property or publicly 
operated facility, and 

—‘‘Subsequent work,”’ 
follow-up work on the 
original project which 


involves repairs, 
alterations, additions, 
improvements, or 


maintenance to the original 
construction project when it 
is required. 

The limits are as follows: 

— Counties, new work 
limit of $15,000, subsequent 
work limit of $5,000. 

— Cities, $10,000 and 
$5,000. 

— Schools, $5,000 or 300 
hours of labor; and $3,500 or 
100 hours of labor. 

— State agencies, $15,000 
and $5,000. 

— State colleges, $10,000 
and $5.000.

The classes will begin June 13 and are available to all 
adults of the West End regardless of educational 
background. The programs are designed to enable all 
adults in the area to complete work toward a high school 
diploma, to acquire entry-level job skills for job 
advancement, or to enrich their lives in the creative 
areas.
